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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's Appeal Brief filed on 10/22/2004. 

2. Claims 1 - 5; 1 1 - 15; and 21 - 25 are allowed in view of the arguments presented in the 
Appeal Brief filed on 1 0/22/2004. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record taken either singly and/or in combination, does not teach or disclose a 
method as recited in independent claim 1, a storage medium as recited in independent claim 1 1, 
or a transmission medium comprising electrical wiring, cabling, or fiber optics for propagating 
an embedded signal as recited in independent claim 21 respectively with the following features: 
Defining map container objects having keys comprised of strings conforming to 
requirements for identifiers; declaring values of said keys as names qualified by the said 
map container; and generating executable code to locate objects that are identified by 
said keys, wherein the executable code is executed after the compiling or interpreting the 
source code. 
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The closest prior art is Chu: 

Chu et al., U.S. Patent 6,356,913, which discloses map container objects having keys 
composed of identifiers, but does not distinguish between numeric identifiers and string 
identifiers. 

Thus all remaining dependent claims 2 - 5; 12 - 15; and 12 - 15 are also allowed. 
Claims 6 - 10; 16 - 20; and 26 - 30 were cancelled at the request of the Applicant.
